YOU CAN PROTECT YOURSELF 

This article will present a few 
simple rules by which injury by war 
gases may be prevented or modified. 
If mustard or lewisite are used, the 
most serious injuries will result 
from the liquid agent, Therefore, 
during a raid, remain inside, or go 
inside if you are out of doors. 

Remember that was gases are 
heavier than air, and will cling to 
the ground. You can get twty from 
the vapor by avoiding basements 
and other low places. Even after a 
raid, it is better to remain inside a 
pbuilding than to try to leave the 
gas area unless so directed.

} WASHINGTON.—The vast stake of

| Indies, which is now disintegrating 
under the Japanese invasion, is 
| More important in terms of things 
| we use and need from that island 
empire than in dollars and cents. 
United States investments in the 
Indies, the department of com- 
merce said, total $69,800,000, repre- 
senting principally interests of our 
great petroleum and rubber con- 
cerns in those *wo most important 
of the islands’ industries. The de- 
| partment would not reveal individu- 
al investments of American firms. 
But more important than the dol- 
lars and cents loss of factories, re- 
fineries and plantations in which 
American capital is interested is the 


| loss of millions of dollars’ worth of 


products of the Indies—$167,644,000 
in 1940--many of which are vital to 
our defense effort. 

Rubber and Tin. 


While our largest import from the 
islands has been rubber, $112,916,000 
in 1940, the department of commerce 
terms tin as “probably the most im- 
portant of our Pacific imports and 
the hardest one to replace.’’ In 1940 
we imported $12,916,000 worth of 
tin from the Indies. Now that 
source is virtually cut, together with 
the more important source of 
Malaya. 

Our hopes for tin is now our stock 
pile and Bolivia. We are building 
a smelter in Texas to refine Bolivian 
tin ore. “Careful consideration of 
our supply and possible expansion of 
the Texas smelter will help get us 
through the war,” the department of 
commerce says, 

Our situation in rubber parallels 
that of tin, Ninety-eight per cent of 
our rubber came from the Pacific 
area, and like tin, that which did not 
come from the Dutch islands came 
principally from the Malay states, 
But the department believes that our 
“second line of defense’ in rubber 
is stronger than in tin, This is be-
